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1 ATR. Mansfield faid, that he had mever accufed Mr. 
Sheridan of misapplication of the money of the Thea- 
tre, though his inftruétions faid there had been mifapplica- 
tion fomewhere, By the deed of 1798, his Client ought 
to have been paid a debt of 15,1271. when in faét the fums 
paid had been very trifling. If that deed was but wafte pa- 
per—and the receipt did not produce as was expetted, his 
Clients were moft unfortunate dupes. He was however 
glad to fee, upon looking at the deed, a claufe enabling 
Truftees to refign. That at leaft would relieve Mr. Ham- 
merfley from his anxiety on that {core. 
The Lord Chancellor faid, that many years ago he had 
to regret that Courts fhould be bound to take into their own 


hands the adminiftration of fuch fort of property as the pre- 
Vol. VI. e fent ; 
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fent; the more fo, as it was from ‘its nature very imprafti- 
ctble to be adminiftered by any effort of a Court of legal 
jurifdiGion. But after the caules of the Circus and’ the 
Opera Houfe, it was too late to -advert to that opinion, 
and he ‘muift now be bound to aé& as well as the circum. 
flances of the cafe would admit of. The prefent caufe 
arofe out of a bill originating upon a deed for the manage. 
ment of the Theatre, exectted in 1799. If the bill had 
been filed immediately after the execution of that deed, 
fimple and little complicated as the cafe then would be, 
compared to’what it was at ‘prefent, vet he fhould even then 
have felt great regret if the parties could not have been pre- 
vailed spon, even under thofe circum#tances, to have adjufted 
the matter amicably among themfelves. If the Court had 
been called upom at that time to attend to. all the manage. 
ment of a Theatre—to attend to the neceflary expenditure 
for Scenes, Performers, &c.—to decide upon the bona fide 
of every contra&t, aman mutt -have an affeftation of his 
own abilities if he did not confels his incompetence to ma- 
nage fuch an extenfive matter. The firft deed of 1793 
appeared to be framed with great care and attention; ‘but, 
perhaps, the law itfelf was not ‘equal to make provifion fot 
all parts of the management of {uch ‘an extenfive concern, 
It was however agreed by the parties upon that occafion, 
that Mr. Linley and Mr. Sheridan had thofe talents which 
were adequate to make it a profitable fpeculation.. The 
Houle was accordingly built, and the other neceffary ar- 
rangement made; and here he could ‘but advert to the opi- 
tion of Lord Thurlow, who faid; that he thought ‘that ‘the 
Letters Patent fhould always thetfelves provide for the 
‘management of the Theatre: The mode of raifing mo- 
ney ‘was, however, by rent charges, and the deed of 
management was exécuted. ‘When the Theatre was 


was thus once eftablifhed, it was neceflary tor the imterefts 
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of all to keep it going, and the. Renters, themfelves feemed 
tohave felt this, and therefore they previded, in the firlk 
inftance, that all current expences fhould, be. paid. The 
deed negatived in;the firft inflance, that a default of, paye 
ment. to. the Renters arofe trom, mifmanagement. From the 
number ef rent-charges, fcheduled to this deed, it was, ime. 
poffible that they fhould aét but by their reprefentatives,, 
and Mr.. Thomas. Hammerfley. liked this fo well, that he 
engaged as a. Truftee, thereby undertaking to, at duly ace, 
cording to the intent of that deed, if by circumftances, he, 
fhould: be. called. upon. to.a& at all. kow had, he-done.that, 
duty? The deed had. ampofed,a duty, which, while he re. 
tained the charaéter of a Truftee, he could not fhake off. 
The. moment there was any defaul¢, that moment he was 
bound. te look into the accounts, of the Theatre, to fee if 
juftice was. done to all according to the deeds. He. meant 
not however to refle& the leaft upon the charagter of Mr, 
Thomas, Hammerfley;, he, like many other Truffees, had 
put himfelf in a fituation, which, when he came near, he 
could not look at without fear and wembling. This. was 
the cafe with many Truftees, they put off the evil day and 
involved themfelves in accumulated, difficulties—Thus flood 
the deed of 179g, In, 1798 another deed was framed, which 
he did not think Mr. H, was well advifed-to execute. He 
could, not think he was entitled: to apply the pit or box 
money to any other purpofes.than| the general purpofes of 
the truft of 1793, The latter deed} feemed: with. great.an- 








xiety calculated to. fecune the renters, the gol. per, night, — 


but he thought Mir. H. fhould not have fhewn more anxiety 
for them than thofe claiming under the former deed, But 
the embarrafsment did; not reft here; the cafe was turther 
complicated by the orders of March and June 1801; and 
one of the greateft difficulties in the prefent caufe arofe 
from the impoffibility of having all the parties interelted 
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upon: the, Record. The fcene of to-day, and: the irregulas 
rity which had taken place, evinced that the Court could 
not actin its ordinary forms. It had taught him alfo for 
the future, and he would never make a fimilar order upon 
fuch a fubject, without examining 1 from top to bottom, 
If the two deeds had been read to Lord Loughborough, she 
was perfuaded that -he never would have madé fuch an 
order. His Lordfhip then proceeded to comment upon the 
two orders of March and June, which he confidered as 
impoffible to be allowed to ftand, In this fituation of thingss 
he faid, he was called upon to do what he legally could do, 
and he profefled, from the afliftance afforded by the parties, 
he fhould endeavour to do that which was juft and equita- 
ble. .He fhould attend to all the interefts under the deed of 
1793, and alfo to fuch other interefts as had fince been in. 
troduced. Looking profpeétively, he faw no great difficul. 
ty—looking retrofpeétively, he faw a great deal. If there 
were many and great perfonal Creditors, they mpft thank . 
themfelves, for if he were to order thé whole of them to 
be paid in the firft inftance, he might as well blow the Theas 
tre up at once: Suppofing the cefluy gue truft fuffering 
large fums to accumulate until\ by their amount they could 
deftroy the truft. In fuch a cafe he muft confider that the 
credit was perfonal,- and that fuch condu& was evafive of 
the right, as a cefluy que truff. His Lordfhip then alluded 
to the cafe of Mr, Grubb, which he faid he fhould pay 
every attention to, and complimented Mr. Agar ‘for his an- 
xiety on behalf of his Client. He faid he thought he res 
collefted fome provifions in the deed for buying Killigrew’s 
Patent, if fo, Mr. White would have a-claim under that 
clanfe. His Lordfhip next adverted to the cafes of the Duke 
of Bedford and Mr. Shaw; the former, he faid, . could -not 
be-deprived of his legal remedies, but there was, reafon:to , 
hope, from his Grace’s. honour and charaéter, -that/ asa 
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great and-opulent man, he would: not adopt "any meafures 
which could end in the ruin of a*public property.’ With 
refpe&t to'the latter, asa Renter, he would be provided for 
under the:deed, and, as a perfonal Creditor, he muft fhare 
the fate of others, With regard to Mr. Holland;' Mr.Shew 
ridan introduced his name in the caufe the other day.» He 
would give credit to that Gentleman for fuppofing ‘that whag 
he then faid' was relative to the caufe, If it were relative} 














a Court of Juftice would do wrong to put any reftraint upom 


fuch conduct.) On the other hand, he muft fay ‘in juftice 
to Mr. Holland, that he thought his name was introduced 
improperly, or in a manner that required explanation, ‘or 
vindication of his charafter, he did right to appear before 
the Court, though no party in the caufe. The Court could 
do no more than repofe itfelf upon the honour of the Couns 
fel,;or of thofe who addrefled it. It could not decide upon 
-contradiftory ftatements, and therefore he gave no opinion? 
He {aid thus much, becaufe he intended to add a word more 
upon this fubjeé&t. Inthe courfe of thecaufe, circumftances 
had been ftated as matters of faét, which bore upon the 
moral chara€ter and probity of individuals—he was forry 
for it. Civil rights fhould be difcuffed with as little prejus 
dice as poffible to the moral charafter. It was never necef- 
fary for the purpofes of civil juftice—fill lefs was it necéf- 
fary that thefe circumftances fhoutd, to the prejudice of 
individuals, be handed throughout the habitable globe by 
means of Newfpapers. Upon this fubje&t he wifhed toads 
drefs‘a word for the confideration of Mr. Solicitor General 
Fle every ‘day faw the reports of ¢x-parte proceedings at 
Police’ Offices ‘againft perfons accufed of crimes. Thefe 
reports were read by the Judges who tried them; by the 
Juries‘who pronounced upon their guilt or innocence; all! 
thus ‘coming with minds hearing one ‘fide of the cafe. Mae 
ny alfo who had read the charge, never afterwards read 
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the manner in which the accufed delivered himfelf from it, 
and\thus a prejudice remained on the minds of many againg 
a man, whom perhaps, his Country had promounced inno, 
cent; So.it was in the cafes of mifdemeanors and. other | 
crimes’ * Much appeared abroad which was never proved, 
It had always been held that a Council fhould not flate 
more than he could prove, or was neceflary to inform the 
Court of the nature of the cafe, But ought it for a mo. 
ment to be endured, that every thing faid fhould go abroad, 
under the pretext of a‘ report of a law proceeding, He 
knew very well that Lord Chief Jufltice Eyre had held, 
thata mere report of what paffed in a Court of Law was 
not actionable; but in a cafe where the charaf&er of an in- 
dividual was affected: by fuch a report, he fhould, like to fee 
it put upon record, to know whether it was not entitled to 
damages. He was the more induced te make this obfer. 
vation, as the evil had grown to fuch an alarming height 
that he really thought it fit matter for parliamentary inter- 
ference.

From the number 
of _perfons claiming either an original or derivative interelt 
in the Theatre, he was more than ever conyinced of the 
‘* unmanageablenefs” of the bufinefs in that Courte Thefe 
papers, which he had received but yefterday, were entitled 


to his moft ferious attention, and, from his anxious with

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to do juftice to all parties, he muft defire that the matter 
fand over until after the Petitions had been read.

to call a Fable, upon the expedition of the Portuguefe againit 
Ceuta, in the year 1414, when that place was taken from 
the Moors, under the reign of Baftard John, by his fon, 
Prince Henry. It appears that Spain and Portugal had 
fuffered fome years before confiderable injury, and lofs of 
inhabitants by the Moors of Africa—Villaflon, a noble 
Portuguefe, with many others, is fuppofed to have been 
carried off prifoners to Ceuta—where Villaflor has remain. 
“ed twelve years in captivity, with no comfort except the 
fociety of his fon, whom he has called O/min, and a young 
girl, Gulnare,. who had beén thrown by the Moors into the 
fame cell with him—Villaflor had caufed both to affume 
the. Moorifh habit for their more effe€&tual fafety. Azam, 
the Grand Slave.Matfter, -being inclined ‘to’ make the mof 
of his place, confents to releale Villaflor, but demands an 
exorbitant ramfom. O/min, being arrived at manhood, con. 
ceives the defign of felling ‘himfelf at the fair of - flaves, 
which is annually held at Ceuta; but he is prevented by 
Guldare, who, under a ftrong impreflion of gratitude and 
compaffion towards Villaflor, offers herfelf as _a viétim in- 
ftead of Ofmin, and finds a purchafer in Ben/alla ;* but 
avails herfelf of the known generofity of his charaéter to

The Portuguefe, in the mean time, attack Ceuta by land, 
while their fhips blockade the harbour. Azam, for purpofes 
of his own gratification, having furnifhed the means of open- 
ing one of the gates of the town, the Portuguefe troops are 
introduced by O/min, and Ben/alla is {urprifed, while in the 
act of generoully preferving Gulnare for her lover. Prince 
Henry refpetting the ‘amiable charaéter of Ben/falla, orders 


him to be fill treated with the refpe& due to a foyereign.

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The Comic part is fupplied by the adventures of Cotillon 


and 0 ‘Phelim, the former of whom was once a Daneing-maf- 
ter, and is now a foldier in the Portuguefe fervice; the latter 


an Irifh cook in the fame regiment... They are made pri- 


foners, bought by Azam, and placed in the fervice of Zulema, 
his favourite miftrefs, who becomes enamoured of Cotzdlon, 
and efcapes with him to the Portuguefe army. 

This puerile produétion i is from. the pen of Mr. Prince 
Hoare, and we cannot but exprels our “furprize, that a Gen- 
tleman of his acknowledged:intelle& and acquirements, fhould 
be the parent of fuch an offspring, the exhibition of which 
was an infult to the public, and indelible difgrace to a per- 
fon of his fuperior powers. 

As this deforiiied bantling of Mr. Hoare’s mufe did 
not come before the audience as the produétion of a necef- 
fitated. author, whofe exiftence or liberty depended on its 
fuccefs, it is therefore, not entitled to the fame indul« 
gence which we ought to grant diftreffed merit. 

It has been faid, that this Opera was written as a mere in 
ftrument of introducing two celebrated performers, Signora 
Storace, and Mr. Braham; but we regret that this lady and 
gentleman were the inftruments of either manager or au- 
thor to fupport fuch an abortion ef vilénefs and folly; 
which endangered the fame they fo defervedly pofleffed 
for a confiderable time before they left this country.
